An  Act  to  provide  for  the  salaries  of  the  Speaker  and  the 
Deputy  Speaker  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Punjab 


Whereas  by  the  Government  of  India  Act,  1935,  pro- 
vision has  been  made  for  the  determination  of  the  salaries 
of  the  Speaker  and  the  Deputy  Speaker  of  the  Punjab 
Legislative  Assembly  by  Act  of  the  Provincial  Legislature  ; 
it  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows  : — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Punjab  Legislative  As- 
sembly Speaker’s  and  Deputy  Speaker’s  Salaries  Act,  1937.

2.  There  shall  be  paid  to  the  Speaker  of  the  Punjab 

Legislative  Assembly  a salary  at  the  rate  of  2[eighteen 
thousand  rupees  a year  and  a conveyance  allowance 
at  the  rate  of  three  thousand  and  six  hundred  rupees  a 
year  and  there  shall  in  addition  be  provided  by  Govern- 
ment a free  furnished  house  3[  ] for  him]  4[the 

maintenance  charges  of  which  shall  be  borne  by  the 
State  Government].  5[The  State  Government  may 
allow  him  to  continue  in  free  occupation  of  the  house 
for  a period  not  exceeding  fifteen  days  from  the  date  of 
his  ceasing  to  be  the  Speaker. 

3.  There  shall  be  paid  to  the  Deputy  Speaker  of 
the  Punjab  Legislative  Assembly  a salary  at  the  rate 
of  6[nine  thousand  and  six  hundred  rupees]  a year 
7[and  a conveyance  allowance  at  the  rate  of  two  thousand 
and  four  hundred  rupees  a year  and  there  shall  in  addi- 
tion be  provided  by  the  State  Government  a free  fur- 
nished house  at  Chandigarh  for  him  the  maintenance 
charges  of  which  shall  be  borne  by  the  State  Govern- 
ment or  in  lieu  thereof  he  shall  be  paid  such  allowance 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  rupees  per  mensem 
as  the  State  Government  may  fix.  The  State  Govern- 
ment may  also  allow  him  to  continue  in  free  occupation 
of  the  house  for  a period  not  exceeding  fifteen  days 
from  the  date  of  his  ceasing  to  be  the  Deputy  Speaker.]
